One reason why we hear so much 
fbout cheating in plants is because the 
people who purchase them are usually very 


gensitive, and their feelings are easily in- | 


jured. If aman wants a few roses, he is 


far more particular about their selection | 


than he would be in buying cloth for a 

coat. Consequently. he watches the un- 

folding of every leaf; and when the first 

bud begins to open he looks at the labelon 

the bush, reads it over and over again, 

refers to the printed description in the cat- 
alogue, and perhaps reads that a halt 

dozen times while he is waiting for the 

first bloom. Now, if the rose was pur- 

chased for a deen crimson variety, and it | 
turns ont to be a pale pink, his pleasure 1s 
all gone, no matters how beautiful the 
flower may be: but, as it is not what he 
expected it to be, it is worthless to him, 
andthe man from whom he purchased it 
is certainly a swindler. If he had not 
thoight so much of th‘s plant, nor watched 
it with anv more eagerness than he would 
the wearing out of his coat, its name and 
color would have heen forgotten long be- 
fore it came into bloom. 

It is certainly very perplexing to wait 
several vears for a éree to come into bear 
ing and ther 
thai was wanted. One who has waited five 
years for a worthless apple or pear tree to 
proiuce fruit has not only lost the moncy 
paid for it, but so mony years of time 
which cannot be renlaced. It is often the 
case however, that the purchaser of plants 
js rore at fault than the seller, because he | 
pegects to give them proper care; but the | 
purseryman usually gets all the blame, no

Wm. 8S. CARPENTER.—Perhaps I have 
had as vod an opportunity of testing the 
reliability of nurserymen as any one, hay- 
ing purchased many thousands of trees and 
plants, and of all the leading horticultural 
establishments in Europe, as well asin this 
country. Now I will assert, without fear 
of any one controverting my statement, 
that our nurserymen, as a class, are relia- 
ble, and far more so than those of Europe. 
I mean, of course, men who have a repu- 
tation to make or sustain; not the mush- 
room establishments, nor traveling agents. 
I never patronize traveling agents, but 
seud my ordeis to headquarters; and in 
twenty years’ experience I have had very 
few disapnointments. Ina late conversa- 


tion with Charles Downing, the reliability | 


of our nurserymen was referred to, and he 
testified to their honesty and intelligence 
being superior to those of other countries. 

Mr. Kenyon.—I agree with Mr. Car- 
penter in some things, and I disagree with 
him in others. When I was in Rochester 
last fall, 1 examined some of the larger 
nurseries in that vicinity, and I found the 
stock of trees and plants very large and 
excellent; but there are always more or 
less poor trees in every nursery, and the 
traveling agents often sell them. Now 

.~we must buy directly from the nursery- 
men, and hold them responsible for all 
mistakes. There is probably no one branch 
of trade which se directly affecta our peo- 
ple as that of horticulture, and it should be 
a reliable trade. 

Mr. Furrrr.—If nurserymen’ would 
hold themselves responsible for the acts of 
their agents, then some dependence could 
be put upon them ; but the larger nurseries 
send out scores of these peddlers, but will 
not be responsible for their acts. 

H. B. Smrra.—I had always supposed 
that if a man furnished an agent eatalogues 
and price-lists with which to sell plants 
that he held himself responsible for the 
acts of his agent. I have seen traveling 
tree peddlers who would sell any kind of 
tree a man desired out of the same bundle; 
but they were not the authorized agents of 
— nursery. 

fr. FeLLer.—I presume that Mr. Smith 
and others have noticed in the prefaee of 
many catalogues remarks like this: “If 
we should happen to be out of the varieties 
ordered, we reserve the right to substitute 
other kinds instead.” Now is that honest, 
and would any man who sent to New 
York for 100 yards of broadcloth be satis- 
fied with the same number of yards of sat- 
inet? Why should anurseryman substi- 
tute one kind of tree for another, any more 
thana merchant one kind of cloth for 
another ?

Many farmers form geo resolntions 
| ticnltnral operations, which they hope to 
| reduce to practice as the seasons advance. 
| They are anxious to get atit, and often 
| undertake too much. One of these resolu- 
tions is generally, and we speak from ex- 
perience, to scrane and clean the fruit-trees 
| early in the spring, in order to head off 
| insect depredations; this has been and is 
| frequently done too early in the season. 
Some of our most experienced orchardists 
tell us that if done in March or April the 
bark of the trees will turn black, and will 
not regain their healthy, smooth appear- 
|ance for two or three years thereafter. 
| The operation above spoken af should be 
performed in the early part of June, when 
the tree isin full leaf, if the full benefit shall 
be derived therefrom.—-Rural World. 


MANURING TO PROFrT.—Square Monsey 
| is a smart man, anda lawyer, and he lives 
| adjoining me. “T tell ye what, Mr. Wil- 
| kinson,” says the Square, “vou can make 
| all yonr land wo’th fifty dollars more an 
acre if you'll put two hundred and fifty 
bushels of wood-ashes to the acre. 

“Don’t doubt it,” says I, “Square; and 
it'll cost me fifty dolars an acre to put ’em 
there.” 

“So I thought,” said the Square; “ but 
when you get’em you know what you've 
got.” 

It don’t take a Solomon, in my opinien, 
to tell us what'll do land good; but when 
you get hold of a man who can te!l how 
much it'll pay to spend in manure, and can 
prove what he says—all I’ve got to say is, 
“ Keep that chap a-writin.’” 


AsHrs ON Fruit TrEEs.—I often maek 
use of ashes around my trees, certaialy as 
often as once a year, and believe it to be 
of great benefit to them. But, like some of 
your other correspondents, I have learned 
not to apply it in contact with the bark of 
the trees, as they become moistened and 
form lye often too strong for the growing 
wood. I generally use about one quart of 
ashes to a tree, scattering it around them 
as far as the roots are supposed to extend 
underneath. My large trees, in bearing 
ten or twelve years, receive an application 
of from six to eight quarts of unleached 
ashes to each tree, scattered in same man- 
ner. I never permit the ashes to lie upon 
the ground in any place more than one 
ineh in depth. 


A prRAcTicat farmer writes: “In my 
observations for twenty years in the prac- 
tical application of manure, I am cen- 
vinced that what is ordinarly termed 
“mulching,” or the application of 
thoroughly decomposed barnyard manure 
to the surface, is the most economical use 
of this class of fertilizers. From this 
experience I am convinced that one cord 
of manyre applied on wheat-cround at 
the time of sowing, or on ground intended 
for corn in the late autumin, or applied to 
all varieties of large or small fruits, is 
worth three cords plowed or dug under to 
a depth of eight in . 


It is estimated that an acre of average 
soil, ten inches deep, weighs about a thou- 
sand tons. f this immense mass the 
amount of potash soluble in water weighs 
only about seventy pounds, A single crop 
of hay takes thirty unds, and 
of turnips two hundred pounds. That the 
land continues to bear year after year is 
yroof that the potash is being continually 

liberated from its insoluble compounds in

Of the accidental, 6 were produced by railroad casualties, 3 by steamboat explosions, 4 
were from drowning, and 7 were lost at sea; 6 occurred from coup de solei! during the intense 
heat of last summer, another was frozen to death; 2 were caused by machinery, 2 by falls, 1 
by the accidental discharge of a gun, and 1 by being thrown from a buggy; 3 were poisoned 
by an overdose of mediciue, two of them having taken a large quantity of morphine by mis- 
take, in one case it being put up by the druggist instead of powdered rhubarb; athird drank 


an overdose of tincture of aconite, which he mistook for brandy. 


Two of our insured are reported to have died during the past year of age, one of them 


haying lived 73 years.

Prints are in better demand than any 
other class of domestic cottons, and prices 
for desirable patterns are well sustained. 
But there is a strong disposition evinced 
by the manufacturers’ agents to get rid of 
the stocks now on hand, particularly of 
the light colorings. 

Ginghams of the best qnalities are in 
good demand, and sell freely at steady 
prices, The inferior kinds do not sell 
freely. 

Printed lawns and percales are only in 
fair demand, but prices are firm. The 
backwardness of the season is unfavorable 
to these kinds of fabrics. 

Rolled jaconets and cambrics are slow 
of sale, but prices have undergone no ma- 
terial chance. 

Muslin de laines are in tolerably fair de- 
mand for the most desirable qualities, and 
prices are firm.

BREADSTUFFS.—There has been more 
doing in Flour since our last, but the market 
bas been in a very unsatisfactory condition. 
The more liberal offerings present and pros- 
pective, the unfavorable intelligence from 
Europe, and the reduced limits to most 
foreign orders, have given buyers of most 
descriptions a deci ded advantage; the local 
trade, though more active than on the pre- 
vious weck, has been far below what we have 
been accus stomed to, and it is very noticeable 
that there is a marked change in the general 
character of the trade of the city. Instead of 
sending Flour to the New England States, 
we find many of the small towns, that haye 
on hand two or three times the quontity they 
require for their own use for the ensuing six 
months, are sending us a portion of their 
surplus daily. This bas had the effect to 
slightly depress our market for family gr ades, 
and we find yery choice Spring Wheat 
Fvtejg are lower and more plenty. 
On Thursday a firmer feeling was apparent, 

coupled w ith a better demand for most grades, 
Sales were difficult and only by submitting to 
easier prices, all grades closing quite heavy. 
The export of the week has been 5 Sym 237 bbls. : 
including 450 bbls. to Europe,490 Suis. to the 
British Proyinges, aud 4 O07 bbls. to South 

the West Indies; and the corre- 
sponding week last year, 26, 153 bbls. At the 
close the demand was very light. The sales 
of the week are 39,400 bbls.

The 
medium grades have been pressed on the 
market at still lower figures, but really choice 
White Wheat Extras are very scarce, and 
command high figures. The sales of the week 
are only 2,569 bbis. Rve Flour has been in 
good ¢ demand, 2nd prices early in the 
week declined; but since Tuesday have ruled 
steady, with a ‘tair inquiry. The sales reach 
2,010 bbls. Corn Meal has been offered less 
free ly, and Western is wanted at extreme 
prices. Other kinds are qniet. The 
The Wheat market has 
been fairly active, but prices have fluctuated. 
Early in the week Spring was lower; but 
toward the close better. Winter generally 
has been held with confidence, though a few 
holders baveevinced more anxiety to realize. 
The adyance of the season, and the unsatis- 
factory news from Europe, have made them 
impatient to realize; but the demand has 
proved modcrate, contined only to domestic 
millers, and, the supply being in excess of 
our home wants, they have only purchased 
for their immediate wants, and the business 
for export las proved moderate, and, under 
the unfavorable advices from Liverpool, and 
the reduced limits to shippers’ orders, hold- 
ers have been compelled to submit to a de- 
eline of 4@6 cts. per bush., and buyers still 
have the advantage. The fine weather for 
etting in the Spring crops, and the very 
yorable reports. respecting the growing 
crop of Winter Wheat, baye contributed to 
the depression in Spring. White California 
has commanded the most attention, and has 
ruled firmer, though the supply is liberal, 
At its present value it is certainly very 
cheap as compared with other kinds, 
and it is now being sold at a considerable 
sacrifice ; many holders, however, decline to 
sell at present prices.
